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He 8, of Odob. beg Satetday wee ſet ſayle a- 
bout 3 of the clocke in the 2 with a 
wind at north north caſt, 

Vpon Sondiy the g. about 6of the clocke in the mor- 
ning, we fell with my Lord of Eſſex my Vice-Admirall 
and thoſe shippes that were pui into Famath with him, 
and about g in the ſame morning, we diſcoucred 7 ſayle 
that were Dutch shippes loaden with ſalt, the wind con-. 
tiaued faire enough for vs all that day, to lye our courſe 
and till 12 at night. This day inſtructions were ſent to 
all the Admiralls, and to other Officers, and to diucrs o- 
ther shippes, 

The 10 being Monday we were becalmed, 

On Tewſday the 11 in the morning I called a coun- 
cell for the ſeiling of inſtructions for a Sea fight, as by the 
7. and 10, Attikle contained in them may plainely ap- 
peate Viz: 

7. Art. If the Enemies approach be in ſuch ſort as 
the Admitall of the Dutch & his squadton or my Vice- 
Admitall of the fleet and his wang may haue oppot- 
tunitic to begin the fight it shall bee law full for them ſo 
io doe vatill 1 come viipg the forme method and care 
foiclaide. 

10. Art. If any shippe or shippes of the Enemies 
doe breake out or flyc,the Admirall of any squadton that 
shall happen io be on the next, and moſt convenient 
place fot that putpoſe shall ſend out a competent nom- 
ber of the fitteſt shippes of his squadron to chaſe, aſſault, 
and take ſuch shippe or shippes breaking out, but no 
sbippe shall vnderiake ſuch, a chaſe without the Com- 
maund of the Admitall ot at leaſt the Admirall of his 
squa dton.

rents ditected to all the fleete to that ende. 

Wedneſday the 12 about in the morning the winde 
came to north notih weſt with faite weather, it ſerued 
well till 6in the euening, the wind ineteaſing ſo much 
that it was not ſayle- orthy, yct being ar x we bote our 


foreſayle and ſptitteſayle. The Sea grew ſo high that we 
towed our long boate in peeces, and loſt her, and the loſſe 
of long boates was genetall, | thinke all within 2 houres 
one of another,ſa that there was not one ſaued through- 
out the whole flecte, and one Catch was ſunke, another 
by misfortune comming fowle of a shippe was likewiſe 
Caſt away with 3 of her , the reſt were ſaued, many 
shippes were in danger bt to deſpaite, the long Ro- 
bett of Ipſhwich was drowid with 138 Land- men, 37 
b the Land- Captaines loſt in the wrack were Fi- 
sher, & Hackett a Scoich Captain, and Gutling the Cap- 
tain of the shippe. 

Beſides theſe general! loſſes there was no $hippe in het 
owne particuler that did nor ſuffer more ot leſſe in this 
_— by leakes, loſle of maſts, and by caſualtics,and the 

In this Tempeſt we had experience of the Anne Roy- 
all herſelfe, her maltcsgrewe looſe, the maine maſt-was 
in danger of rowling oner board, two of her greateſt pee- 
ces of 5000 weight apeece broke looſe in the Gunnery 
roome, the danger was partly by the negligence of the 
Officers, that did not ſee carefully to the tmting of theſe 
things while we lay in 2 would not Hul at all 

The ſeparation cauſdd by this tempeſt was: ſo greate 
that on Fryday the 14 at hoone, we fawe but one shippe 


of the whole fleete, this day the ſtorme began to ceaſe.

Oa Saturday the 15. about 9 in the morning, we diſ- 
coueted more that made 33. at noone we wete in the

On Sonday the 16 beating to the north caſt, we Neared 


away ſoutheaſt and by eaſt to gaine the shoate, at noone 
we found our latitude 39 and 54 minutes. The fouth- 
erne Cape then being by compuration ſouth eaſt, I gaue 
order to ſome shippes, to goe and looke out for prizes, 
and diſcouery, and to tetutne in the aftetnoone. Now 
we began to make ready for extraordinary fight, and gaue 
the ſame order to the ſe that were with me, and the reſt, 
as by my genetall iaſtcutions vader my hand may ap-

according to the date, but we were hindred by the 
ſtorme, wryting thus. 

The ſmall time we haue beene at Sea hath made me

but he was only drigen by the ſtorme from the Terceras 
going to an Iſland not farre diſtant called Gratioſa he 
told vs the plate flecte was not come,but that 5 Carrickes 
paſſed by that waye bound for Lisbon ſome 14 dayes be- 
fore that time, but that one of them was ſunke, if we had 
come ſooner out, they could not haue eſcaped vs. * 

We vnderſtood by thoſe that came with my Lord of 
Eſſex that they made fiers along the Coaſts, and vp the 
Countrie which when we drew nigher we diſcoueted. 

Thurſday the 20 J called a Counſell and lay all day by 
the lee to gather our shippes together that were miſſing. 
The buſineſſe of the Counſell was how to put into Saint 
Lucas according to the intent of a Counſell held at Pi. 
mouth where his Majcſtic was preſent who vpon the 
doubtfullneſſe there of the teſolution thought good to 
referre it to out conſideration vpon the place when wee 
zhould be artiued vpon better inquitie of the conuenien- 
cies & diſaduantages both for going into the Harbour & 
landing our Atmie. It was deliuered by the opinion of 
moſt of the Maiſters that the Hauen of S. Lucas is ſo bar. 
red as it is hard and dangerous both for the going in and 
comming out eſpecially for shipps of burthen as his Ma- 
jeſties are that they could not paſle in nor out, but only 
in ſpring tides, in calmes ſeaſons, and with fauoting 
windes nor Tide ſafe all weathers without the Bay, And 
it was obſcrucd by others: that the moſt part of the Mai- 
ſtets of the flecte will hardly aducnture to cartie theire 

B shipps 


shipps in or out at Saint Laculs the beſt tydes and wea- 
ther for want of perſect knowledge of the fands and 
shoales that ate thete, and the right vic of the landmarkes 
whereby that Pott is to be gained and quitted in ſafetie. 
Beſides it was feared that if we should put the whole 
ſteete into ſuch a ſtraight, we should be more apt to be 
blocked vp by out Enemies then to annoy them, neither 
could any shippe come ſpeedily out to haue encontted 
with the plate fleet out cheefe deſigue. Then I demaun- 
ded both of the Sea Captains & Maiſters why they could 
not ſpeake of this difficulties before his Maieſlic. T heir 
anſwere was, it is now in of winter & ſtormy, 
and that they did tell his Maieſtie that it was a Barrd Ha- 
nen and dangerous to all men, eſpecially to thoſt that had 
not often paſſed it, and that being vpon the place they 
could conſidet mote perticuledy vpon the difficulties 
then difcourfe of it hen they were farre of. So that [ 
could fay no more to them, being I was no great Sea- 
man, and that 1 was trickilyryde to theire advice that did 
ptofeſſe the Sea. Where vpon it briag propounded by 
Sir Sam: 'Angall that Saint Muy Porte ararc the Bay of 
Cadiz, andnorfarre diftantfrom Saint Lucas was a lowe 
shoare and more fitt for the out men then any 
place about Baint:Lucas (for wecuulu find none there) 
and ahatvuruppes might have good tiching 1heze aut 
ofthe danger of Cadiz, and that fim thence we might 
— — to Saint Lucas by land, which wis not 2 miles 
at. 

There vpon jrwasreſolued and ordrei hy the advice 
pf the Councell of Ware that the hole flott chould 
forthwith beare into the Baytof Cadiz & chat the whole 
fleete ʒhould ancker before Saint Maty Porte, as the fitteſt 
Place in, and the.

short of me by order , to guard the whole fleete and to 
giue warning vpon all occaſious if any Euemic should 
approach. 

Fryday the 21 we flood according to directions, the 
wind ſcanted vpon vs all that day, about 8 or 9 of the 
clocke at night the wind thiſtod welſterly , we ſtrucke a 
hull (for tat we could not put eo leeward) till cowards 
day,which appearing we ſctt layle. and had a fight of Gra- 
nade ouer Cadizand bore in accordingly with a good 
ſaile the wind being berweene the wellt ſouth welt _ 
the north weſt, 

Saterday the 22 afier this, reſolution was taken, I gaue 
order as before when we diſcouered the Rocke , = 
euery shippe should breake downe their Gabines and 
'cleare theire shippe of all impediments and to be teady to 
fight vpon all occaſions according to their generall in- 
ſtructions giuen them to that putpoſe, ſot that we etre 
to entet in at the Bay of Cadiæ and knew notwhat ships 
might be there, and becauſe of the iyde that ferued vs to 
goe into the Bay, I wrote 20 my Lord of ſſar io make 
all the haſt he could, and to hoyſe vp all his ſayles that 
'we might ſaue a5 much of che tyde as we could, and that 
1 would againe commaund his ſquadron to follow him, 
awhich I did but I muſt confeſſe they went the moſt un- 
towardly that euer 1 did ſee men, fot they did not hoyſe 
up all thoit ſayles as thoy were commanded, Soeing the 
Vice-Admitall packe om all his, 4 followed as faſt as 1

" Faunce , ſome of them increaſed theite fayles, but not 
much. But 1 could neuer ſcarne by all the Scamen in my 
shippe to know thoſe shippes that were ſo backward and 
when l did inquire,euery man excuſed himſelfe ſaying it 
was not he, and our buſineſſe grew ſo hott that I could 
not immediate ly inquite after it any furthet not kno»

This day we tooke z shi ppes that came from Saint La- 
cas which Captain Raymond brought in loaden with (alt, 
wines, wooll, flgges,railins & ſome. cutchancale &c. who 
ſaid they belonged to Hamburg and io Calis, but were 
conceaued by much ptobabilitie to be Danler ts goods. 

In our approach into the Bay we diſcoueted 18 or 20 
ſayle of great and (mall shippes at anckor in the Roade 
which proucd to be the Admirall of Naples and x or 6 
more that brought men and munition into Cadiæ, 6 
other ot the shippes came fron Brazeile & 5 or 6 more 
men of warte and Matchants shippes, we made ready and 
prepared our hippe for fight, but ſuch was the (malneſſe 
of the Gayle that it was 2 or z of the clocke before we 
Huld gett within the Porcas, alſo there came out of Saint 
Mary Port 15 ſayle of Gallyes wheteof the Duke of Her- 
mandina was commaunder; ; of the Gallyes were by 
our shippes that came in forced to retire againe to Saint 
Mary Port, the other 10 tecoueted Puntall amongſt their 
zhippes and preſcnily towed them vp toward Port Rogall. 
And I was not fo farre of, but I could fee the Spanish 
shippes that did cutt their Cables by the haulſe, shoote 
firſt at my Lord of Eſſex and he at them, ſo likewiſe did 
my Lord of Valentia and Sit John Chadeleigh, 

Now ven all the ficete.camic toanckor according to 
the orders that wete giuen them, & that we did ſee theſe 
* fledde com vs. 1 immediately called a generall

counſell to looſe no time for it as late, and the opinion 
of the Seamen was, that if 1 could but cleate the 2 fortes 
to ſecure the flecte to paſſe in ſafety, I might haue a rea- 
dy way to vndettake the shipping. Then I demaunded 
ofthem what kind of forts they were , they told me that 
20 Colliers with ſome of the Dutch would beate them 
to duſt before the morning, where vpon I & the Coun- 
ſell being caled did preſetly reſolue that the ships warned 
and commaunded should goe vp totheforts , and that 
they should receaue direQions from my Lord of Eſſex 2. 
that had order from me, aud becauſe of that I feat Sit 6 | 
Michel Gtere for the better diſpatch to warne 20 of the 
next shippes that hee could meete with all, and to bring 
me theire names in writing, and Sir Thomas Lowe offred 
him a man to goe with him to write them done to be 
the more ſure of them, becauſe I meant, if they had failed 
ina ſetuice of that importance to haue punished them 
ſcucrely, But he neuet came backe to me nor ſent me 
any names, and when I ſcat to him to know the reaſon, 
he tald the meſſenget, he had warned them, but he 
| knew not theite names, 

After this I ſent Sir Themas Lone to aduance the o- 
ö ther shippes and to ſee whether the Reare-Admirall had 
. anckored in a convenient place for the ſecuritie of the 
t flecte, & to haue an eye vpon the Gallies that they should 
; do no harme in the night, although there ate ſome that

At the ſume time 1 ſent Sir Francis Carew (who was 
ready vpon all occaſions) to the Dutch Admirall to de- 
fire that 5 of his 8hwippes might goe vp for the batiering 

of Pam alland that I wonld (end twentie of the fleete to 
aſſiſt hem, which he gtaumted willingly,and ſent them 
forthwith, it was by this time darke night and we could 
heare the Report of the Ordnance, and ſee the fier given 
on both ſides and knew no other but that the twentie 
$hippes warned by Sir Michel Gtere were all there at 
rhis, but ſending to ſee hat was done, word was btougt 
to vs that there was none there but the 5 Dutch shippes 
which shewes the difference of men practiſed at Sea, and 
of thern that are not, I was much troubled here at. 

Now vpon this neglo@ of Sir Michel Geere I did in- 
ſlantly giue order that 40 ſayle of shippes should be liſted 
by name and commaunded to vſe all diligence to geit vp 
to the fort betimes in the morning as by the liſt may ap- 

Peate and by this warrant to that purpoſe viz: 

The Admirall doth ſtraightlycharge & commaund all 
the commannders of thefe shippes vpon ſight of this or

'' Afterwards Sir Themas Lowe and I did the ſame night 
aduiſe with cettaine Captains and Maiſters belt experica- 
ced in that place, to perſwade them to conduct vp the 
shippes, which they would not vadertake neither had any 
of them been at Pore Royal} or were perfect in the Chan- 
nell which was ſomewhat difficult for want of water, 

On Sonday the 23 I was vp by; of the clock in the mor- 
ning & after we had all teceaued the communion aboard 
the Anne Royal! which was a werke before ordained by 
the chaplaines, I was vnwiliag to differ ſo good a motid 
beiog that it kindred no time and as ſoone as day came 
on, l commanded my Maiſter to carry vp the ship to Fun- 
44d, his anſwete was that there was not water enough io 
carrie her vp. Where vpon 10 looſe do time 1 too 
Barge with Sit 7 homes Loue and thaſe Geotlemen that 
were with me in my hippe, and went from ghippe 0 
shippe erying out to them to aduance to fn for 
shame, and vpon paine af iheite lines, and ihoſe I could 
not ſpeake withall,, 1 ſeat Sir I hama Laus io, with as 
ſttiekt a commaund . as I eonld depiſe, and finding (ame at 
thee not very haſtie. I ſ no other way to bring them 
vp but by caample, jt made me gee to my Low: of Eſſeæ 
his shippe, and ge due dions to his Lotdship for his 
shippt to go vp. & tobiing her as pigh. Runs ll as poſſi- 
bly vue ld, telling my Load that if we did not ad uance, 
the teſt would come:at leaſute, for that 1 did not ſee ma- 
nymakecheſl.

and thorough the very midſt of her within a foote at 
leaſt of the water and miſt no shippe they shott at, and 
kild as many commaundeis of outs belides loldiers as

The fort of Puntall that I was told would be beaten 
to duſt in a night did teceaue 1700 $hott and not one 
ſtone temoued out of his place, and we endeauored 10 
gett vp all the shippes we could, that we might make the 
more haſt to fire the Spanish shippes, that were retired 
to Port Royall according to my inſtructions that I gaue 
the night before to batter Puntall and to ficr the ships 
at once as I haue shewne before. 

But I could not geit the shippes to come vp, and moſt 
of the Kings shippes were on gronnd, and it was almoſt 
night before the fort would yeild,at lenght it was not to 
the shippes that it yeilded but to the Landmen, and if 
the Captain had no more reaſon then I could perccane 
he deſetued to haue beene hanged for yeilding that 
which we could neuet haue gotten without cannon, and 
we had no meanes to land Ordnance (wanting our long 
boates. Aud ] dare ſay it before the beſt Soldier, that for 
the bigneſſe of 100 foote squate, I did neuer ſee a ſtron- 
ger nor better built, not ſuch a kinde of ſtone, that no 
bullett did it much harme. We plaid vpon it with all the 
shipps excepting the Reate- Admirals squadton till about 
2 or 3 of the clocke in the afternoone, I finding that it 
would not battet and out honouts were much ingaged, 
I told my Lord of Eſſex, and ſome other Officers that 
were there in the shippe that we should looſe our la- 
bours and neuer gett the forte if ſome men were not lan- 
ded to take it in by a Scallads and with Granadoes, I 
could find no man to conttadict it, And Sir John Burgh 
being next to me, I deſired him that he would vndet- 
take

take the ſeruice, he told me very willingly, and deſired his 
owne Regiment, I told him that would ſpend to much 
time, and that it were better to take ſome of the Compa- 
nics next him to make the more haſt with which he was 
contented (0,1 ſent to gett ſome 10 or 11 Companyes, 
he al ked me what ditectious | would giue. I directed 
him to land them as fice from the cation as he could 
he made anſwer that ditectly to the Scoce (as he thought) 
was beſt, I then replied that I left it to his diſcretion for 
that I knew him to be diſereete enough, & that he muſt 
act it, But he ſending ſome Officers to land which were 
loſt by that ditection it was found the way that I had 
ſpoken of was the better. When he had landed his men 
very well, and had advaunced towards the land there did 
aduaunce ſome horſe and foote with whome he sker- 
midged and put them to retreate and afterwards advaun- 
ced towards the forte, when the ſoldiers in the forte 
whereof Don Franciſco de Buſtiamente was Captain faw 
our men aduaunce and theire men retirethey hung outa 
white flagge or hand kercher, there vpon we patlied, and 
fo the fort was yeilded vpon ordinaric conditions and 
we Maiſters of it, Whercin was, only 8 peeces of ordi- 
naunce whercofthe Dutch had two, and we 6, and 10 
or 15 Barrells of powder, This day was wholly ſpent in 
bringing vp the shippes, landing our men and taking 


the forte, ſo that nothing could be done againſt the Ene- 


mies shippes which was theire aduantage. It was about 
got the clocke before the forte was ours at which time I 
tooke my leaue of my Lord of Eſſex, and went home aſ- 
furing our ſelues that the shippes were our owne being 

Maiſters of the forte, 
V pon Monday the 24 I went early in the morning a- 
bout 6 of the clocke to my Lord of Denbigh, and __

thus to him: you are no ould Seaman , and therefore I 
would deſire you to make all the haſte you can , and to 
gather all the Seamen togithet that ate of the counſell & 
others, and to deſite them to thinke of rhe beſt way how 
they might fier, ot diſtroy thoſe ships of the Enemy, that 
fled from vs, There vpon he came backe with me, and 
promiſed to goe about that buſineſſe without any delay, 
which he did very carefully, and punctually, hat was ac- 
cording to my inſtructions , to giue prehemivence to 
Seamen in Sca buſiineſſe, and vato Landmen in land at- 
faires, 
Now I made no account but as they faid the shippes 
were our one, and that becauſe they made ſo ſleight of 
it, they knew more then 1 did, how to ſeit vpon them. 
Thea I thought it not amiſſe to land ſome compa- 
nies to ſecure Sir John Burgh, to prevent that neither 
the Enemy from the Towne, nor from the continent 
might ingage them vawares. As alſo that the shippes 
might be the more empty,and free to aſſault the Spanish 
ships and to refresh the Soldiers, and for taking in of fresh 
water; but with no deſigne of Cadiz,for that it was deli- 
uered to his Maieſtic before we went, that it was extra- 
ordinaty fortificd, (as we found it when we came to 
viewec it) & I haſtened this preparation the rather that our 
ships might ſpeedely putt in execution what courle ſo- 
cuer the Scamen should teſolue vpon. So order was gi- 
uen preſently chat all the troopes in my Lord of Eſſex 
his ſquadtõ, & in mine, were immediately landed but few 
of the Landmen of the Rere-Admiralls squadton were 
landed at all; tor they were kept (that if we could haue 
found any meanes to be had for vndettaking of Cadiz) 
to be landed, After this moſt of the Land Officers of 
the feeld mett at the fort, and 1tooke order for victualls 
for 


- 
for the Soldiers on land, to be brought to Puntall but l 
was much troubled at ſome of the Officers, that the Sold- 
iets with Sir John Burgh had not carried biskett in their 
knapſackes, being that I gaue a generall order to the Ser- 


geant Major Genetall, that when any Soldier should land 


they should bring victualls with them, fot that the knap- 
ſackes were ordained for nothing els, as I did keepe mine 
owne order my ſelfe, for that all my voluntary Gentle- 
men, and (cruants did carry their victualls in knapſacks, 
yea not ſo much as my chaplin, but carried his knaplacke, 
The Officers of the feeld , and all conſidering what 
was to be done, and taking care for the ptouiſion of the 
ſoldiers, Sir Miche/ Gere comes in , and tould the coun- 
ſell; the Enemy with many troopes were matching to- 
wards vs, vpon this I :ould the reſt of the counſell, if it 
were true, it would be. mare aduantage for vs to meete 
them farre off from the towne, then to ſtay till the 
towne and they should fall vpon vs both waies, where 
vpon euety one made himſelfe ready , and I gaue order 
that the troopes shonld be ready to march, for that we 
had newes by one that did ſee them march. There vpon 
we marched, but when we had marched ſome 6 miles or 
there abouts, | called io ſome of the Counſell of warte, & 
tould them; it ſeemes that this alarme is falſe, and as the 
Counſell of warte was gathering together, came in my 
Lord of Valentia whoc rid before to diſcoucr, and tould 
vs, that the Enimy was marching, then I commaunded 
the troopes to aduance , but no complaint made of any 
want of victuall, but by thoſe that landed with Sir John 
Burgh, hoe in regard of that wit had order to goe back; 
For they that would haue carried any, might haue had 
enough, there being ſtore at the fort , beſides the ge- 
netall order 1 gaue, that no Soldier should land without 
| C 2 victualls. 
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victualls. Within 2 miles of the Bridge, the Soldiers be- 
gan to crye, they had neither meate, not drinke, and the 
diy they marched was a very hott daye , here 1 rode 
before io quarter the Army,and to diſcouer theavenues, 
and paſſages, and as I came backe one came to me and 
told me, there was ſomme wine ina ſeller, and that if it 
were dclinercd out in order, it would ſerue to teftesh the 
Soldiers that wanted both bred, and drinke. But little did 
I thinke that all the Guntry was full of wine, & knowing 
of no more then of one ſeller, Igane order, that eueiy 
Regiment should have a proportion of wine, which [ 
did ſee deliuered with mine owne eyes, If euety Officer 
had ſeene it as well diſtributedas they were ditected, it 
would haue done them good, not hatme. But when 
other Magazines were diſcouered (for the prouiſion for 
the Weſt. Indies was rhere) there was no keeping of the 
Soldicrs from it, but the beſt way we could deuiſe, was 
to ſtaue it, and lett the wine runne out, which Sir ill. 
iam Saint Leger the Sergeant Major Generall beſtowed 
ſome time about ; But when this was done, the Soldiers 
neuerthelefle would drinke it in the (and, & dirty places, 
Now this diſorder, made vs of the Counſel! of waare 
to conlider that ſince the going to the Bridge was no 
greate deſigne, but to meet with the Enemy, & to ſpoile 
the Cuntry , neither could we victuall any men, that 
Should be left there, and that the Gallies might land as 
many men as they would to cutt them off, & that when 
my Lord of Eſſex tooke Cadis, Coniers Cliſſord, was tax» 
ed by Sit Francis Vere (which is yet to be ſeen in his diſ- 
courſe written by himſclfe) to miſtake his direions,that 
were giuen him, to goe no farther then the tioate of the 
land fr6 the Town, which was not aboue 2 miles, where 
he might be ſeconded and telieued & be ready to rclicue 
others, but he went to the Bridge 12 miles off, ſo in te- 
gard 
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gard there was no neceſſity, this diſorder happening and 
want of victualls, we teſolued to turne back againe , as 
wee did,and when the troopes were within z or 4 miles 
of the Town l rode befote to ſee if that which the ſlaues 
tould (which rendred them (clues to me) were itue; 
that the Bullworks were high, the town walls flankerd, 
and the dich was 20 foote deepe , cutt out of the 
Rock, but that I could not ſce, the Bullworks, and walls 
I did, which when Cadiz befote was taken there was no 
ſuch ching. And I haue ben fo long at the warts, that I 
date vndertake, that they whoe rhinke that Cadiz was io 
be taken cannot tell how to come to it, without canon, 
if there were none but women in it, 

For in our profeſſion, there ate but; waies to take any 
Town, the ficſt by ſurprize, the ſecond by aſſault, & the 
third by approches, & we were no waies able to attempt 
it by any of theis meancs. Now after l had viſited as much 
as | could, the troopes being quartred (which I did my 
ſelfe) I deſired the Colonells to comme together,to con- 
ferre what was beſt to be donne, and to lett them know 
that now the troopes were quartred in a ſut place, if any 
out of his experience could thinke there-were any way 
for vs to vndettake the Town of Cadiz, it would be a 
great honous to vs, and a ſeruice acceptable to our King, 
& State. When I ptropounded this, we were all on hotſe- 
back ſlanding round in a Ring, but] found not one man 
of that opinion, that it was feaſeable, ſo wee quartred 
that night. | 
On Tueſday the 25 in the morning there was2 moti (Et 
from Sir T bo: Loxe,that if we would marchiſome 4 or $ 
miles diſtaut we might tecouet ſome'boates;thar would 
ſerue out ture in ſteed of long boars, which we condils 
cended vnto for our cõmociy, & that the Encnay should 
ſee, that we did not march back again to shunne them, ſo 
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we marchcd forthwards againe, & brought thoſe boates 
to the water (ide, and made as much ſpoile as it was poſ- 
ſible for vs to doe, of maſts, netts, and other prouiſions 
for fishing and shipping for the Welt-Indies fleet to a 
good valewe, eſpecially ige maſts that would haue ſer- 
ned the greateſt shippe the King hath. Thea we rctor- 
ned to our old quarter. ö 

Wedneſday the 26 in the morning, the Colonells 
mett at Puntall io conſider what we were beſt to doe; 
but before we did any thing, ſent to Sir Samuel! Argall, 
to knowe what he had done touching the fiering of the 
Enemies shippes, and that it ſeemed very ſtrange to me 
that the exploite which was ſo eaſy, was not done, he ſent 
me word that the reaſon whye he went no ſooner was 
becauſe of the winde and tyde, and that he thought he 
was not able to doe much, vaderſtanding by a LVutch 
boye that ſwam away from the Enimy , thatthey had 
ſunke diuers shippes, that it was not poſſible to doc any 
thing, which afterwards he diſcouered to be true, and if 
they had not ben blocked, I think it is a queſtion amongſt 
Scamen , whether they could haue been aſſaulted, for 
that the place was ſo ſtraight that no more then two of 
ourshippes could come in breſt to them, and was the 
reaſon that the late Lord of Eſſex who tooke Cadiz, 
could ſend no ships there to doe the Enemy hat me, but 
what they did them ſelues. | Bo 4 

This being deliueted to me in the Company of the 
Colonells, made vs all much gteeued. Where vpoa it 
was thought fitte he should retire with the ſquadron, 
hauing teſolued ro imbarque out Landmen, and to ſtay 
no longer in regard the time was now comme, that the 
plate flecte was expected. So order was giuen that euery 
Regiment should imbarque accordingly , as they did 
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quarter, and that the fartheſt Regiment should make 
their retreate, fighting and retiring, But (I know not how 
it happened) ſome of the troopes were ingaged farther 
then they had order or reaſon,yet at length they came off 
without any great loſſe. 

I ſent alſo Maiſter Jeff the Maiſter Gunner of the 
fecld to Sir T homas Lone, that ſome men might be ſent 
tothe fort rodiſmount the ordinance , and the 6 peeces 
were putt a board the Conuertiue of his Maieſtie, I ſcat 
io him likewiſe for all the hoates io reshippe out men. 

After 1 had ſeen all the toopes imbarqued, 1 found 
ſome horſes left behind, L made the horſeboates shi pe 
them that night, though it were late, and gaue order that 
the fort should be kept all night till we were ready, and 
likewiſe commaunded the boaies should be brought to 
receiue all the Landmen, that had the watch in the fort 
that night. 

Fryday the 28 about 2 in the afternoone all the fleet 
fell downe from the fort , and came to anckor without 
the Diamond, a litile belowe Cadiz: One of the Dutch 
men of warre being defectiue was burut, the Enemie ſent 
a shippe full of wildfiere and combuſtible matters but we 
pteuented it, tooke the shippe, and ſunke it. There came 
3 of the fleet vato vs hete, whoe were left behind in En- 
gland and had not ben with vs before. | 

After this, we tooke 2 things into our conſideration, 
eſpecially one, not to omitt the meeting with the plate 
fleete, if it were poſſible for vs to be ſo happy. The 
other was to haue landed at Saint Mary Port, if the wind 
should not ſerue the fleet to goe out of the Bay of Ca- 
dit, becauſe we would loole no time but doe ſomewhat. 
But (as ill luck was) the wind came good euen as we 
wein counlſcll, and before we could fully conclude, 
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allthough all was reſolued to land for the plate fleete, 
And if we had not taken the winde at that inſtant, it 
might haue ben, we had not come out in a long time, 
& being imbayed & in a great deale of danger, if a ſtorme 
had taken vs, we had ben likely to haue ben dtiuen 
vpon a liegh $hoare. 

The reſolution in the Bay of Cadiz aboard the Anne 
Royall the 29 of Octob. was. That the whole flecte 
shall preſefitly ſert ſayle, and plye to the ſouthward Cape, 
and ſtand off to the weſtward 60 leagues from the land 
where I purpoſe to ſpend as much time as may be to 
looke for the Spanish fleet, that comes from the Weſt- 
Indies, and to keepe Jour! ſelues as neate as you can, in 
the latitudes of 37 and 37. and in the latitude of 36 and 
26,, farther to the ſouthward I intend not to goe. 

What other inſtructions shalbe thought fitting you 
Shall recciue as occafion preſents , in the meane time 
charging all commaunders to obſerue this direQions, & 
to keepe company with me, and the fleet, and to looke 
out and ſeize vpon the ſubiects, and goods of the eg 
of Spaine, or other Enemy. 

This afternoone a general] Counſel! was called, for 
the reſoluing to ſend ſome the moſt defectiue $hippes, 
with the horſe ships, and the prizes, with ſome land 
5 whereof there was great ſtote. | 

Sonday the 30. we ſeit faile againe thoogh with a 
contrary wind, this day we had 4 shippes in chace but 
could not fetch them vp. 

Monday the laſt, the wind came weſtetly, yet could we 
not come forth of the Bay. 

A genetall Counſell was called touching the divers 
complaints of the defects of ships as the Rainbowe, the 
golden Cock, and others, nn. it was reſolued; that 

we 
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we zhould plye towards the Iſles of Bayon, to take in 
fresh water, and repaire our defects as well as we could. 
This day Tueſday the firſt of Nouember & Wedneſday 
the 2 the wind wasat north weſt faire wether. 
Thurſday che 3 the wind was at north caſt and by eaſt, 
in the night we had a calme which continued all Fry- 
day, & by a General! conſent (though wee were in great 
want of water not hauing much beer, which was our 
onely defect) to ſtay till the 20 of November, But it 
pleaſed God fo to lay his heauy hand vpon vs, that it 
made vs all aſtonished, for I could here of nothing, but 


that cuery day there fell downe ſo many, and ſo ſodenly, 


that they had not men enough to handle their ſailes, and 
it isalwayes to be accounted 6 weekes to be allowed to 
any ship that is homewards bound. 

This day in the morning we diſcouered 3 ſayle of 
shippes to windward the Dreadnaught, being next vnto 
them, and being calme our barge was mand, and (ent at- 
ter them, whoc comming neere one of the shippes had 
ſpent her maſts, and was towed by the others vntill the 
barge came vp, then the other 2 ships forſooke her, ha- 
uing pillaged, and cutt holes in her, but immediately af- 
ter our men came a board she ſuncke, being laden with 
Suger and Tobacco, and the lyke, being therefore ſup- 
poſed to comme from Braſiele, and the other 2 Turkish 
me of wart, that had formerly taken her, our barge came 
back to the Dreadnaught & ſtaycd there all night, andin 
the morning came vp to vs, 

Nothwithſtanding I had ſundry times before ſtrictly 
commaunded the Captains and Maiſters to ſtay better 
by the fleet, which they obſetued not, l did againe charge 
them once more to obſetue their directions; that were 
preſcribed them, 
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Againe diuers complaints were made of the wants, & 
defects of the ships, and increaſe of ſickneſſe. 
Sarerday the 5. the wind continued at north & north 
north caſt faire weather, 

Sonday the 6 we tooke a Turkisghman of warre of At- 
geere, whoe had taken 2 prizes one from Brazzele loa- 
den with Suger, with a lury maſt the other a Scotchman 
one lohn Iiack dwelling at Douer , whoe was fraugh- 
ted with wood and I ron from Biskey for Saint Lucas by 
the King of Spaines ſubiects, and had an cxtrnordinary 
fraught promiſed for his voyage, which showes the great 
want, that the King hath of Timber or shipping to carry 
it. TheTurke had not offred him any violence, but onely 
made prize of his goods, and promiſed the Maiſter his 
fraught at Argeere; ſo I diſcharged him againe, taking out 
_ English Renegadoes that were willing to leaue 

im. 

The night following, the Turke went away from vs 
with the Braziele ptize, the Scotchmi ſtayed with vs ſtill, 

Monday the 7 we diſcouecred 9 or 10 ſaile of shippes 
to the leward, we bore vp, and found them to be of our 
own fleet, whoe had carcleſly loſt Company, which as 
now ſo diuers times before had occaſioned vs to chaſe 
our own men, whereby our courſe was much hindred. 

Tueſday the 8 a generall Counſell was held, where- 


by it was ordred,that 6 of the Coleships should preſent» 


ly goe for England, with 3 of the Dutch prizes, & the 
horſe-shippes, whereof Captain Pokinhorne being ap- 
pointed Admitall, had warrant, and inſtructions accor- 
dingly, but before their departure, the Rainebow being 
found very defeGive , and the Captain Sir John Chidu- 
leigh being very ſicke, went home Admirall of theis 


shippes. 
One 
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One of the prizes called the Readhart whereof Hu- 
ghe Bullock tooke charge, was wanting this 2 dayes, and 
went for England without any order fiom me like an 
vnworthy perſon, 

Likewiſe one of the hoye shippes caled the Trewe 
Loue was not ſeen in the fleet ſince we came forth, 

This day and wedneſday the 9 we being in the lati- 
tude of 37, laye theiſe 2 daies at hull. 

Thurſday = 10 Sir Michel Geere whoe had ben wan- 
ting 5 dayes came to vs whoe went willfully from vs, 
without leaue, and when his maiſter tould him of it, he 
beate him with a Cudgell,which is againſt all diſcipline, 
and reaſon, his Maiſter hauing had better commaund 
before, then euet he had, 

This day I gaue the Captains their inſtructions, if we 
mett with the Weſt- India fleet, how to diſpoſe and or- 
det them (clues, 

This day I ſent aboard the Dreadnaught for 10 tuns 
of beere that were putt into her for the vie ofthe Anne 
Royall, but the company aboard mutined , and would 
not deliuer it, neither would the Captain and Maiſter 
acknowledge who were the Mutineetes, ſo that we wan- 
ted this Iorny o tuns of beere which were cartied for 
vs, which made vs line many dayes vpon beuetadge. 

Fryday the 11 of November 1 called a generall Coun- 
ſell, where it was ordted, that the Saint George of the 
Kings, who had 150 ſick men in her, for the ſafety of 
his Maieſties shippe, and of thoſe that were yet well, that 
euery shippe should ſpare them 2 men and take 2 ſick 
men in their ſteed, which they did, 

This day the shippes that were to goe for England 
were diſmiſſed, and ſett faile a little before night. 

A Soldier that belonged to the Antony, of Captain 
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Blague was duckt at the main yarde atme of the Anne 
Royall for being mutiaous againſt the Seamen. 

Saterday the 12 and Sonday the 13 faire wether, the 
wind north caſt, 

Monday the 14 I called a Counſell occaſioned by the 
ſeuerall dõplainis made of many ships, eſpecially the C6- 
uer tiue of his Maieſties comaunded by Captain Porter, 
hauing but 20 ſound men to handle their ſailes, where 
fore it was ordred that the Reſotmatiò should ſend 6 meE 
aboard het, & one of the worlt Catches (being by (urucy 
found vuable to continue the voyage, & valewed at 535 
pound) was ſunck & the men put into the Conuertiue, 
Likewiſe there were 6 men taken out of other ships & 
put aboard the Talbott. Captain Barden which ship was 
in great want of men, and generally all the shippes com- 
plained of the like defects. | 

Tueſday the 15 and Wedneſday the 16 the wind not- 
therly,& much wind, Thurſday the 17 the wind north 
welt faire wether, We gaue chaſe to ſome shippes that 
were fatre a head of vs, whome we found to be my Lord 
of Eſſex and ſome of his ſquadron whome we had not 
ſeen in many dayes before, Nothwithſtandiog the often 
& great complaints before generally throughout,amog(t 
the reſt came Sir Sam: Argal ftom my Lord of Eſſex to 
Jett me knowe in what bad eſtate his shippe was hauing 
but 15 ina watch to handle their failes, deſiring me that I 
would call a Counſell, for that he imagined other ships 
wete in as bad eſtate as he, what we teſolued he would 
— vato, Where vpon a Counſell was called, at which 

ounſell 1 forbore to make knowen the defects of the 
An Royall,that were as much as any ship in the fleet, & 
made me the rather beleeue the Generall complaints, as 
you $hall vnderſtand when I ſpeake of my comming into 
Ireland, & I defited to know how cuety ones calc ſioode, 
& Whe-

& whether it were not poſſible for vs to haue gone for 
the Iſles of Bayon, Then Sir Samwell Argall,& the reſt of 
the belt Scam that were preſcnt(by whome we were to 
be guided) gaue their opinion, that if we went for the li- 
lids of Bayo in this miſerable eſtate we were now in, we 
might as well perish there as at Sea, by reaſon we should 
find no relief there for our ſick men, nor should we geit 
on shote there for water in any ſtormy wether ; and that 
wind which would carry vs for Englid, would not ſetue 
to comme out of the Iſlands of Bayon, & that if the wind 
Should shorten going for England, we might at the worſt 
retorne for Bayon, & that all men of experience did cer- 
taicly affitme, that the Plate fleet, did neuer comme after 
Novemb, The Counſell of warte vpon this neceſſity of 
ſicknes, want of men & ſundty coplaints of want of beete 
& water & many leakes diſcouered, teſolued vpon the 17 
of Noucmber, to bend the courſe ditectly home ward, & 
putt into Faimouth , Plymouth ot Porthmouth, which 
could be firſt and moſt conveniently obtained, which re- 
ſolution if we had not taken, we had cndigered the grea- 


teſt part of the whole fleet, Fryday the 18, Saterday the 


19. Sonday the 20. and Monday the 21 many violent 
guſts of wind, and raine. Tueſday the 22 in regard of 
the contrary wind, and fearing a neceſſity , we came to 
a Shorter allowance a board the Anne Ropall. , 
Wedneſday the 23. Thurſday the 24. Fryday the 25. 
and Saterday the 26 continuall vehement guſts of wind & 
taine, and Satetday night the wether began to be more 
moderate, Euer ſince our firſt ſetting forward for En- 
giand, the fleet hath ben ſcatired more and mote, ſo that 


this day we had but 4 ships in Company with vs, which 


diforder would haue ben aduantageous for the Enemy if 

they had ſett vpon vs, 
Sonday the 27 in the afiernoone it began tp blowe 
D 3 hard 
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hard, and about 2 of the elocke in the afternoone, our 
foreyard broake in fower peeces and our foreſaile tent. 

Monday the 28 we tooke downe our maine miſane 
maſt and fitted it for a foreyard, 

Tueſday the 29 our ſpritfaile rent, we were forced to 
take it downe, this day we had onely 2 shippes & one 
Catch in our company. 

Wedacſday the zo the winde weſt-ſouth-weſt faire 
wether. 

Thurſday the firſt of December and Fryday the 2 the 
winde being contrary we lay at leigh and fished our fore. 
maſt which we feared the breaking off, 

Saterday the 3; the wind Northerly, fowle wether, 

Sonday the 4 the wind ſouthweſt towards night 
more weſterly, the Sea ran exceeding high. 

Monday the 5 the wind weſterly, little wind. 

Tueſday the 6 the wind at eaſt, at night more ſou- 
therly this night wee ſounded and had 86 fathome wa- 
ter, | 
Wedneſday the 7 Thurſday the 8 and Fryday the 9 
the wind caſterly about 4 of the clocke in the after- 
noone vve diſcouered Silly vvhich did beare ſouth caſt, 
then vve ſtood about to the ſouthward, . 

Saterday the 19 the vvind continued at eaſt : The 
Maiſter and the Company vvere very carneſt to goe for 
Ireland, by reaſon the shippe vvas very leaky, the men 
vveake, and vve being to the leevvatd of Silly, and the 
vvind (till contrary, and violent, and if vve should haue 
ben dtiuen to the vveſtvvard of Ireland, vve might en- 
danger the loſſe of the hippe, and our (clues, 

Vpon this neceſſity I condiſcended there vnto, for 
that vve could not haue enduted 4 dayes, ſuch vyas her 
leake, and about 10 of the clocke before noone vvee 
bote vp. | 


The 
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The 11 being Sonday, the vvinde at caſt at 9 inthe 
morning we diſcoucred land at the going into Corke, ſo 
vve ſtood to the vveſtvvard, and at; in the afternoone 
cametoan anckor at Kinſall, where vve found his Ma- 
ieſties shippes the Anzelop, & the Phenix whoe aſſiſted 
vs With their boates to bring vs into the harbour, And 
this my ill fortune turned to good fortune both for the 
releef of his Maieſties shippes, and the troopes and all- 
though I had but ſmall ſtore of mony (not haning with 
me at the firſt but 2000 pounds wen was to victuall the 
shippes, and to teleeue all neceſſities) which if I had not 
had, we had ben all in a miſcrable caſe , yet I made shift 
to relicue the Soldiers, and the Officers (ſaue only a 
shippe of Captain Bazlers , who fell vpon the North- 
coaſt of Ircland) without bringing the King into debt, 
vntill my Lord Preſident Villers of Munſter by order 
from your Lordships receiued them into his cha 
where we teceaued newes that Captain Burleyes shippe 
was foundred in the Sea, but moſt of the Officers 
were ſaued, as they were here I came, comming for the 
Coaſts of Iteland. 

Here I came with 160 ſick men in my shippe 130calt 
ouet board, with a leake of aboue 6 foote water in the 
hould, and her leake was not in one place alone, but in 
many, for when she was in harbour. she was not ſo 
leaky, but when she was at.Sca, she tooke in 3 foote of 
water in 24 howets, She was ſo ould and ſo decayed a 
shippe. 

Monday the 3 ſick men were mata for 
their recoyery and billeted. 

Wegneſday the 4 hauing landed our lick. wen; we 
catined our shippe, ſtopped her leakes, aud mended her 


as well as time and place would permit; We * - 
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ballaſt, wood, water, beer, and other prouiſions, and fit- 
ted our shippe for the firſt faire wind to be ready to ſett 
ſaile. 

On Sonday the 18 about; in the aftetnoone his Ma- 
ieſties shippe rhe Conſtant Reformatis, came into this 
Harbour, hauing ſpent both their fore- maſt, and main- 
maſt, and conſt tayned to cutt away their broken maſts, 
yards, ſailes and ropes, to preuent farther danger. 

The Reformation being ſo defectiue, that she could 
not goe home till she were furnished with maſts, and 
other neoeſſaries, from England, for the caſe of his Ma- 
ieſties charge we tooke out her men, and putt them in- 
to the Aune Royall, leauing her onely 120 men, where. 
of many were ſuch ſick men, as of our shippe muſt 
otherwiſe be left behind, notable to doe ſetuice, and vi- 
ctualled het out of the other ships fot 4 moneths from 
the firſt of lanuary, \ 

The Globe of London, whereof Captain Stokes was 
Commaunder, being at an ancket in the harbour at Bal- 
temote, was by. extremity: of fowle wether driuen a 
shore, and caſt away, I directed a commiſſion to Sit 
William Hall, and others for the ſafe cuſtody, of what 
could be ſaued in the behalf of the King, and the pro- 
ptiators. 

Sir lohn Chidly being with: his Maieſtics shippe at 
Crooke- hauen, (who departed ihe 8 of Nove inbet from 
vs, and was driuen into Ireland) there came in a ſmall 
barque laden with Iron from Bilbowe , wherein alſo 
were 4 leſuitcs, he mado ſtay of the barque and Reels, 
and by my order brought them into 
Ihe 19 of lanuaty there came into Kinfall a shippe 
from Litbon, loaden with falt 3 cheaſts of Suger, & ſome 
Tobuces, and ſuſpecting them to be Dunkerkes goods, 
brought 
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brought them for England. 

The Dutch men aboard this ship whoe came from 
Lisbon, and had ſerued the Spaniard , did certainly affir- 
me, that they ſawe diuen letters from Cadiz, that the 
fleete came in 4 daics after our comming out of Cadiz 
Bay, and that there were 100 Caruells ſent to haue ſiop- 
ped them, but that none of them could meete with the 
Plate fleet, for they came by the coaſt of Barbary, So 

that if any of z accidents had happined that followe, 
we had ben Maiſters of the Spanish fleet. The firſt is 


if the Counſell had condiſcended ro me to haue kept 


Puntall for 14 dayes; the ſecond if the wind had not 
changed, as it did. The laſt, if the Plate- fleete had kept 
the coutſe they euet haue done theis 40 yeares, for they 


had no mannet of newes of vs, and had then comme 


amongſt vs, and if we had ſtayed in the Bay, they had 


donne the like, but man propoleth and God determines, 


The ſame men affirme that in Iuly laſt, there were not 


4 barrells of powder in all Lisbon. 


I remained in Kingſall on ship-board (faue onely 


that it pleaſed my Lotd Preſident of Manfter, and the 
Earle of Corke to doe me the honour to fetch me to 


Pohall , where 1 remained the holly-daies whileſt my 


shippe was making ready) till the 28 of January winde 


Saͤatetday the 28 1 ſett faile about 12 of the clocke 
ftom Kinſall, there come out with vs fix more of our 


flecte, the prize called the Greyhoxnd,, and the shippe 


from Lisbon, 


Sonday the 29 about 3̃ of the clocke in the morning 


being a great ſtorme , and the wind conttary at ſouth 
| ſouth caſt 
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we bore vp againe for Iteland, the wether * 
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ſo foggy and darke , that we durſt not come neere the 


$hore, but ſtood to the weſtward. 
Monday the 30 about in the morning, the wether clea- 
ting vp weſtood in for theshore, but about 10 in the 


foie noon it was raine and foggy wether , ſo we could 


not marke the land vatill we were to the Leeward of 
Crooks, hauen, which we could not recquer, but about 
3 ia the aſternoone we came into Beere-haucn , with 
foule wether , and much winde, all the shippes loſt vs, 


but the next day (onely the 2 prizes) came in, 


I putt 10 Sea three times all Scamens opini- 
on, that deſired to ſee a wind ſertled before we should 
goc,0ut. But my deſire was ſuch not to looſe any time, 


that I did not haken to any. 
From the 3 of February till the 19 we lay in Beere- 


hauen, hauing the wind ill contrary, and ſtormy we- 


ther. 

The 19 of February, the winde being at north faire 
wether we weyed ancker,- and (ett ſaile about 5 
bat ſo, ſoone as we came out of the harbour , 
found the wiad aorth caft, andthe night following = 
very much wind, taine, haile, ſnowe, and the wind va- 
riable. 

Monday the 20 about 1 inthe morning we ſiood in 
againe for the shoare, and about two in the aftern 
came to an anckot at Ctooke- hauen, with the wind at 
eaſt, where we found the Rainbowe of the Kings, the 
Dragon, and the Prudence, 

Finding the shippe very leaky , we mepded her here 
the ſecond time, the harbour being fitter hen any Naber, 
for the catining her, 

Here 1 ſtad till che 24 ebenen pad then poo 
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Sea againe, intending to haue come for Porthmonth, 
but when we came vpon the Coaſt there aroſe a great 
ſtorme, and the vvether grewe very darke and foggy, 
that we could not marke the Ile of Weight, ſo we 
ſtood for the downs, where we attiued the 
laſt of February, and after our long 
ſtay came in 5 dayes 
500 miles,
